Pizargo is a sort of pis aller for a Monday night, yet it is to us 
astonishing that is the present state of Theatricals, when more than 
ordinary exertion is necessary to attract, such a play shonid be acted ; 
for who in their senses would give 7s. or 3s. 6d. to see Pizarro as it 
isnow performed? ‘The reccipts of this Theatre, last night, will an- 
swer our question Hyder Ali, did no more for the half-price. A 
new original Drama will be produced on Saturday, to be called The 
Bride of Ludgate. 

Covent Garden Theatre. 

As Mr. Young is going through the round of his principal charac- 
ters previous to his final leave taking, he last night performed Zanga, 
in The Revenge. This ‘lragedy is by no means a favorite with us, 
nor, if we may judge from the appearasce of the house, with the pub- 
lic generally ; it is merely a transposition of the principal characters 
in Othello, giving the remorseless, treacherous character of Zago to the 
Moor, and making the Spaniard the dape and victim, but it wants 
the picturesque contrast of eharacter, the depth of passion, the pro- 
found and affecting interest, which we find combined in that chef d’ 
e@uvre of our immortal bard. Mr Young’s style of acting is not cal- 
culated to relieve the ennué engendered by this soporific play, he de- 
claims where he should be impassioned, and has none of that energy 
and wild impetuosity which should characterize the revenge of Zanga, 
a child of the san. The only scene in which he shewed anything like 
a spark of fire was that in which he discovers himself to Alonzo, and 
mocks his misery; here he was very fine, and drew forth great ap- 
plause. Miss'Taylor’s Leonora was a chaste and pleasing performance; 
she did all that is possible to be done with the part, and looked it bet- 
ter than any other Leonora we recollect for ages. J. Mason played 
the short part of Carlos very respectably, and the same meed of praise 
may be awarded to Ward’s Alonzo. The Ballet of Auld Robin Gray, 
and The Irish Ambassador, followed the ‘I'ragedy. 


Miss Shirreff is engaged for 20 nights at £25 per night. The ori- 
ginal demand was, as we stated, £100 per night, for 12 nights! 


- Queen’s ThEaTRE.—If the manager of this pretty Jittle Theatre, 
does not meet with public patronage, it will not be for want of exer- 
tion on his part, as he produces more novelties than any other house. 
He has now in preparation, one of Shakspeare’s neglected plays with 
music; a musical Farce by Moncrieff, two new Interludes, a Melo- 
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drama by Raymond, and a Pantomime on which no expense has been 
spared to delight the holiday folks. 

Orympic.—It is quite a pleasure to enter this cosey little Theatre, 
every thing and every body looks so light, warm and chearful ; there 
is not a gloomy sook, nor a gloomy look to be seen. The doors that 
close us in, seems to shut out all that is disagreable ; there is nothing 
to mar the enjoyment of the passing moment. That we are not singu- 
lar in our opinion is evinced by the crowded state of the house, which 
fills nightly. 

Mr Kean was last night to commence an engagement for 12 nights, 
with the Manzger of the Bath avd Bristol Theatres, in the latter 
city, it being the first time of performing there since the late riots.—
